Although no ham 
gear is manufactured, the products of this company have combined the ad- 
vances of the electronic and mechanical age. Théér activities have cover- 
ed a wide spectrum which Mr. Annis showed with a series of slides and 
personal comments that went back to the '20s. Mr Annis had lost his job 
with the Union Trust Co. when he went into making transformers mostly 
from scrap he obtained from Thomas-Skinner Co. From this beginning, the 
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The business grew by making whatever there was a demand for during the 
depression years. including welders, motion pictures, measuring devices, 
etc. Through all of this time the companys main production of demagnet- 
izers finally proved to be the bread and butter of the income sales.Thier 
methods employ the full use of the princip14s of electronics, mechanics, 
and photo-electronics. Also, among the older pictures of the faces of some 
of the 'pillars' of our club appeared. They were much younger, more hirsute 
and apparently not as affluent as at present. The usual refreshments were 
served although it seems to be increasingly hard to find a permanent vol- 
unterr for this job.
